IV'ojih.' .say that von arc 
disappointed at tlie rf.suk btvaiiso you 
are now regarded as a false jtropliet. 
> Be that.as it may, as n public mauyour 
"motives as well as your acts are open 
to criticism ; and if popular opinion 
err.s in its iiioa of your eliaraiitor 
retlectiou will tell you there is nuu-h in 
your political career to justify the for- 
mation of a low estimate of you as a 
politician. You never stood high in 
public estimation ; you arc sinking 
daily. Your promises while in oppo- 
sition and your policy since yon regain- 
ed power (for ihe laM fiiiicj have C(ui- 
firmed your enemies in their hostility 
and alienated your friends. Yo\i have 
deceived and disappointed the latter; 
you have not fooled the former. "NVe 
go back no further than tho day on 
which you ap[)earetl hefore the caucus 
in Masonic Building M-itli your ostensi- 
ble Finance Minister, (who was really 
your Chief Commissioner) already ap- 
pointed. From that day to this your 
career has been marked with Dui)licity. 
Your Cliinese ta.^c hill was a hideous 
mockery, which you did not dare to 
appear before Mr. Justice (iit.w to de- 
fend. Your secession memorial was 
burked with your connivance, if not 
with your assistance. \'ou promised 
the settlers on the .Mainlainl to take oil' 
the road tollsj you doubled them. You 
told tho farmers that the purchase 
money duo on Crown lands might rest 
on ea.sy terms ; you added 25 per cent, 
to tho principal and 18 per cent, as 
interest with the penalty of forfeit ui'c. 
You took a snap judgment for arrears 
of taxes and forced the poor man to pay 
18 percent, interest for one day's de 
linquency. You seized and sold the 
goods and lands of other.? who were 
not able to pay at all. You gazed 
unmoved on the spectacle of a blazing 
homestead and the mutilated bodies of 
a murdered family wlioso blood appeals 
in vain for vengeance on their murder- 
ers, who, but for a lack of energy and 
ability on your part, and on the part of 
those who serve you (not tho country), 
would 'ero this have e.\piated tiieir 
crime on tho gallows. Your recent 
trip to Cariboo was made in tho inter- 
est of one candidate, who.so cause you 
dare not openly avow therej so you 
hurried back to the capital to serve his 
interests and, perchance, elect him, by 
the issuance of a proclamation which, 
there is good reason to believe, sti aina 
the Statute to an illegal tension. Such 
are a few of the most recent political 
crimes of which you have been guil- 
ty. The record is a dark one. 
Printer's ink cannot paint you blacker 
than you have jjainted yourself. As 
for reformation it is impossible. You 
are wedded to your idol — Duplicity — 
and cannot j^rocure a divorce; in an 
earthly court. What tla; Evil One 
has joined together, no man will care 
to put asiunder. Why, thou, you will 
ask, do wo address you to-day ? Wo will 
tell you: Several months ago you 
handed a cert.ified clieqiie or diaft (in 
the treasury to the agctit of the con- 
tractors for the cofferdam. The ccrtili- 
cate of your own engineer proved to 
your satisfaction that value had lieen 
received. You signed that chuiiue or 
draft. The agent jjroceeded to the 
treasui'y and passed it to your ^linis- 
ter of Finance, who is your subordinate 
officer. That functionary look posses- 
sion of the document and declined to 
pay it.

distress on the edge of a severe winter; 
and, sir, it lies in your power to re- 
lieve that disti'oss — not with charity, 
they do not ask that, but by payiui' 
them the amounts whicli you — as tlie 
embodiment of the Governmoiu— -(iw(! 
them. Wlieu you accepted the work 
and issue;! the cheque on the ti'casui-v 
the Government became morally if not 
legally responsible to pay the amount. 
Why do you not do it? Some jicople 
say you have committed tho Unpanlon- 
able Sin. They speak politically, w e 
hope. Here, now, is an opportunity 
ofi'eriid you to do jienance by discharg- 
ing the just liabilities of the Govern- 
ment to those poor workingmen. Come, 
Mr. WalkemI Give them the where- 
withal to buy food, fuel and raiment.

A V^andalia (Ohio) despatch to the 
Cincinnati Enquirar of tho 1-1 tli inst. 

says : — 

A young and respectable looking 
coui)lo, brother and sister, named Fred 

and Louiso Rauckman, residing in 
Ijorne Crove township, about twenty 
miles from this city, boarded the train 
a few days ago, went to St. Leuis and 
were made husband and wife. They 
remained iu tho city a day or t uo, 
tlicn returned homeward, getting oil' 
tho train at Brov.-nstown, a station 
eight miles from this place, and for 
fear of being detected, wandered out in 
the woods near the town, and remain- 
ed there until found and arrested to- 
day by Constable Joseph Copeland.

DEATH OF MR. JAMKS BURX.S, 

Which occurred near Eagle River in tho 
Cassiar country on Oct. IGth, under tho 
following circumstances: It appears that 
Mr. Burns loft McDame creek for Deaso 
creek in coiajmny "witii^a parly .of miners. 
After trtiveling some distance '^ilr. Burns 
complained of feeling unwell, and al- 
though everj-thing possiblo was done to 
save him ho passed away after an illness of 
only two days' duration. The body wa.s 
taken to Deaso creek and, if possiblo, it 
will bo brought to this city for interment. 
Tho deceased who was a native of County 
Longford, Ireland, came to "British in 
18(18 and was well known in this city. 

MIXING AND OTHKR NEWS. 

Mr. J. Lovell, J. P., came down the 
Stickcen in a canoe and was compelled to 
make frequent portages. A scow with 18 
Chinamen and six white mon was on tho 
way down, but it is fenire'd Ht would be 
prevented from reaching tho mouth as 
ice was foriuing rapidly. Near tho mouth 
tho river was clear of ice. There was a 
little snow at Glonora and three or four 
inches at the Caiion. All tho animals had 
gone into winter quarters with plenty of 
feed. No reply was _ received from tho 
Government to the petition of tKe" farm- 
ers to bo allowed to send produce raised 
in Cassiar over tho trail free of duty. 

0[icrations in several of the bench 
claims on Thibertaud Boulder creeks con- 
tinue and in some instances the rosiilts 
are considered encouraging. At latest 
advices none of tho minors had proceeded 
to tho latest discovery — Bowen ' crook — 
but it was thought .several would start in 
that direction shortly. At least 250 min- 
ers will winter in tho mines; of these, 
however, a largo majority will bo Chinese. 
On McDaine creek tiiero now arc about 
40 white men and 30 Chinese; on Thibort 
'JO whites and 100 Chinese, whilst on 
Deaso there are some 50 Ohiueso and a 
small proportion of white minors.

RUSSIA. 

Beklix, Nov. 11. — ^The editors of 
all tlic principal newspapers in St, 
Petersburg have recently been sum- 
inonod to a press Inircau of tho ininis- 
trv of the interior and instructed with 
reference to the conduct of their re- 
spective iiapers, Tlioy wore informed 
that frequent complaints have been re- 
ceived from Lividia that artieles in the 
St. Petersburg press interfere'd with the 
Imperial policy and therefore that they 
must not continue in the same strain. 
Neither Germany nor Austro-Hungary, 
nor the relations of Russia witli either 
of these two powers, nor with France, 
must be discussed. Aflairs with Eng- 
land may be discussed, but judiciously. 
Theso rules will be continued until the 
Ein]ioror's return to St. Petersburg, a 
montli hence. The Russian Uovern- 
mcnt proposes to establish a new 
ollieial newspaper to influence public 
opinion. Telegrams reporting a recent 
interview between Beaconsfield and 
Schouvaloff, Russian ainbas.sndor to 
England, were suppressed. 

St PETKnsnunu, Nov. 11 — All lUis 
sian papers have iirticles upon the lat- 
est ste)is taken at Constantinople by 
the British Government, and in certain 
circles an uneasy feeling is generating. 
Tho Golos says: "That in the ovent of 
England attempting to violate Turkish 
independence and at the saraotimo to in- 
fringe on tho vital interests of Russia 
a collision betweoii tho powers would 
be more convenient for the latter on 
the confines of Asia Minor tlmn in the 
depth of Central Asia." 

TURKEY. 

C'oxsTAXTixopi.i;, Nov. 11 — There is 
grave reason to fear that tlie reckless, 
dogged and passive resistance which 
has hitherto baffled all eflforts of tho 
British Ambassador to Turkey, '.vill be 
prolonged, and that the country will 
continuo to sink gradually, as it 1ms 
lieen doing the last twelve months, 
until a catastrophe produces a radical 

change. 

ENGLAND. 

Loxnox, Nov. 11- — The steamer Mil- 
anese, Capt. Dowdifey, from Boston for 
this port, is at Gravesend with a hole 
in lior port bow from collision last 
night off Dungeness with the 'Norwe- 
gian ship Bokhara, Capt. Ijarson, from 
Antwerp. The latter sank; all hands 

•saved. 

FRANCE. 

Paius, Nov. 11 — Abdel Kador, a 
famous Algerian chief, died at Damas- 
cus, aged 72. 

LORD MAYOR'S BANQUET. 

Loxnox, Nov. 1 1. — The Lord May- 
or's procession turned out to be of an un- 
usual character in composition and in- 
cident. The exception was that the 
crowd along the entire route vigorously 
hissed the e.>:-Mayor. 

At the Lord Mayor's banquet yes- 
terday Earl Beaconsfield, referring to 
the condition of the country, said that 
trade, whicii was a great index of pros- 
perity, lias been unable to execute its 
order.s. The rise in valuo of silver 
would in all probability release Indian 
statesmen from one of their great per- 
plexities. During a period of unpre- 
cedented depression there has not been 
a single meeting to express discontent 
with national institution.s. He wished 
our beligcreiit brethren in Ireland 
would be a little more emulous of this 
example. He was at a loss to com- 
prehend how Irish ])eoplc have .brought 
thorasclvos to believe that the best 
remedy for economic distress was po- 
litical agitation and social confusion. 
(Loud laughter and. cheera) Doubt- 
less there were portions of Ireland 



where there would bo considerable 
suffering if a rometly was not ofli icd. 
The Irish people should remember that 
they never appealed to English sym- 
pathy in vain. It would be the duty 
of Her Majesty's ministors to watch 
the condition of Ireland with tho 
anxiety required by its situation. The 
Irish people should coiidescond to re- 
member that their harvest, though bad, 
and though they were much more de- 
pendent upon it than tho English peo- 
ple on theirs, still was much better 
than tho harvest of England. Ad- 
dressing the Lord Mayor Lord Beacons- 
Gehl said: "I addressed your prede- 
cessor. I informed him that the Gov- 
ernment was contoinphiting large mili- 
tary operations in Central Asia, the 
object being to strengthen and to ren- 
der secure tho northern boundary of 
the Indian empire. Tho ojiprations 
have been signally successful, and 
I^ritish inlluftnco is fully established in 
Central Asia." Hero Lord Beacons- 
field warmly eulogized Lord Lyttoii 
and the army in Afghanistan. Re- 
ferring to South Africa ho said: "Tho 
recent war there has taught tho colou- 
ists something of tho art of self defence, 
on wliich they must chiefly rely. Wo 
are about to effect some changes tlinro 
which will contributo to increase the 
happiness of the population among 
which tho colonists dwell. If I view 
external relations generally, I would 
say, notwithstanding that Europe may 
bo covered with millions of armed mon, 
wo have not merely a ho[)C, but believe 
that peace will be maintained. In as- 
suming that peace will be maintained 
I assume that no great ]iower would 
shrink from its responsibility. If the 
most extensive and wealthi(>st em[)ire 
in tho world, with a perverse interpre- 
tation of its insular eiiaraeter, turns an 
indifferent ear to the feelings and for- 
tunes of continental Europe I believe 
that the country is endangered. It is 
to such indifTorence that I attribute 
many fatal wars. But if the power 
and advice of England are fidt and 
hoard in the councils of Europe 1 have 
a conviction that peace will bo niain- 
taineJ for a long period. If England 
deserts her natural post in the councils 
of Europe war is too probable. A 
celebrated Roman, being asked what 
his policy was, replied, '■•ImpiTiniii cl 
Libcrta^." That is a short programme; 
but it would not disgrace a British 
minister. It is one on which tho ex- 
isting ministry will always act. In 
proposing your Lordship's health I 
shall this timo next year, in all proba- 
bility, have tho pleasure to congratu- 
late you on your skillful administra- 
tion. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

BRITISH INDIA. 

Loxnox, Nov. 2. — A dispatch from 
Cabul says: The Ameer has iiiforincd 
General Roberts that there are about 
nine lacs of rupees buried in tho city. 
Troops have been sent to discover and 
seize the treasure. 

The guard of the Ameer has been 
doubled, it having been discovered 
that ho intended to escape. 

Tho Ameer's Chamberlain has been 
arrested. 

Another disj)aleli from Cabul reports 
that eight lacs of treasure have been 
unearthed, chiefly gold coins. It has 
all been confiscated for tin present. 
Eleven prisoners have Ijen executed 
for participation in tho massacre of tho 
British Embassy, r.nd sixty persons 
have been examined since tho trials be- 
gan. 

Loxnox, Nov, 2. — A dispatch from 
Simla says: The opinion gains strength 
that tho Afghan monarchy will be 
broken up into several ])rovince.s. The 
innocence of tho Ameer is still far 
from clear. Circumstances have come 
to light .showing that ho has not been 
altogether faithful to the treaty of 
Oundamuk. 

BURMA H. 
London, Nov. 2. — A dispatch from 
Tliyetmo reports that the impression 
prevails among tho Burmese that the 
British are seeking an excuse to incite 
them to commence hostilities. Thoy 
affirm that they aro anxious to avoid a 
collision with the British. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Peteushuuo, Nov. 2. — The semi- 
ofiicial Agence Rnsse announces that a 
definition has now been given assign- 
ing to the Austro-Gerinan agreement 
its true propositions, and basing it 
upon pacific cround which is open to 
all. 

TURKEY. 

Loxdox, Nov. 2. — A Vienna dis- 
patch is published in the Paris journ- 
als stating that a telegram from Con- 
stantinople represents that the relations 
between England and I'urkey are 
greatly strained, lilnglaiid has sent the 
Forte an ultimatum demanding tho 
execution of reforms in Asiatic Turkey. 
If the demand is not complied with it 
is believed the Sultan will be deposed 
and replaced by his brother, who will 
be under the tutelary supervision of 
England, France anJ Austria, and Pius- 
sia upholds the Sultan. 

Tho foregoing is probably a grorssly 
exaggerated form of Router's telegram 
from Constantinople to-day which says 
Sir Austen Layard, British Ambassa- 
dor, will shortly present to thc-Portc a 
note insisting on tho execution of pro- 
mised reforms in Asiatic Turkey. Ren- 
ter's telegram further says; Sir Austen 
Layard, having been requested by the 
Porte to explain the object of the dis- 
patch of Admiral Hornby's squadron 
to Turkish waters, semi-ofTicially repli- 
ed that squadron would remain for the 
present at Yeouiah, but eventually 
might proceed to some other Turkisli 
port, as England would not tolerate
